261,714,000 .GALLONS 
OF BEER BREWED IN 
MISSOURI IN 1950

JEFFERSON CITY, May 10— 
The eight breweries in Missouri 
produced 261,714,803 gallons of 5 
per cent and 3.2 per cent beer in 
1950, the State Liquor Control 
Department’ s annual report, said 
today. Of this total 190,195,541 
—— were shipped outside the 


Department | statisticians esti- 
mated the per capita consumption 
of beer by Missourians in 1950 
(both 5 and 3.2 brew) was 16.2 
gallons, compared with 16.8 gal- 
lons in 1949. Since these aver- 
ages were based on the popula- 
tion of the state, including the 
non-beer drinkers, the actual con- 
sumption by serious beer drinkers 
was an undetermined gallonage 
greater than the dry statistics. 

Per capita consumption of 
liquor in the state in 1950 was 
1.32 gallons, compared with 1.17 
gallons in 1949, it was said, with 
the drinkers again getting the ac- 
tual beriefit of the theoretical 
consumption by the abstainers.

WARRANTS CHARGE 2 MEN

Fugitive warrants charging rob- 
bery and attempted blackmail 
were issued today against two 
men arrested earlier in Illinois 
on the complaint of a Chicago 
business consultant that the men 
had first drugged him, robbed 
him of 3150, and threatened to 
make public certain films taken 
of him in the drugged: state.

$6000 from 26 to 28 per cent: 
$6000-$8000 from 30 to 33 per 
cent; $8000-$10,000 from 34 to 37 
per cent; and so on. 

The committee did not decide 
when to make the general income 
tax increase effective. However,

Inte Production Quickly.

blasts, and a new 20-man life raft 
that has the appearance of a float- 
ing circus tent. This is the first 
raft with a 20-man capacity ever 
to be procured in quantity by the 
Air Force and it comes with a 
canopy to keep off the sun’s rays, 
a radar reflector to aid searchers 
and an accessory kit containing 
everything needed by 20 survivors 
for many days at sea. 

Army ordnance developed in 
response to Air Force requests 
for a “survival weapon” a new 
combination shotgun and rifle 
which can be folded up to meas- 
ure less than 15 inches in length | 
and weighs only three pounds, | 
eight ounces. This streamlined | 
firearm is going into many types 
of Air Force survival kits, for | 
planners know that the posses- 
sion of a light but deadly game- | 
killer can mean the difference 
between life and death to an air- | 
man forced down in an un- 
inhabited area. 

Research in Metals. 
The Air Force also is under- | 
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taking here a broad research pro- 


gram for discovering how to de- | 
velop and handle the super-hard | 
metals and alloys used in jet air- | 
craft engines, rockets and guided | 
missiles. For the jet engines 
alone, the alloys must withstand | 
temperatures of around 1800 de- | 
grees Fahrenheit and the rocket | 
temperature range is much higher. | 

New alloys being developed 
sometimes are harder than any of 
the machine tools available to cut | 
them and must be precision 
forged or laboriously ground. A 
preliminary report on this re- 
search program already has been 
released to American industry 
and is being used by aircraft and 
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missile engineers.

VIENNA, May 10 (AP)—Olym- 
pic officials patted their o-] n 
backs today at their success in 
practicing international relations. 

In three days here, the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee— 
without squabble—admitted Rus- 
sia to the 1952 Olympic games, 
ordered East and West Germany 
to get together athletically and 
received feelers from members 
dong lost behind the iron curtain 
in Bulgaria and Rumania. 

Russia hasn't competed in the 
Olympics since 1919. 

“We believe the IOC is the 
first truly international organiza- 
tion sto make such progress in 
bringing together the East and 
West,” said Otto Mayer, chancel- 
lor of the IOC. 

The three-day. meeting was 
attended by delegates from 28 
countries, including for the first 
time since 1948 officials from Po- 


“We got along very well,” 
Mayer said. “Everything was very 
friendly.” 

IOC delegates seemed especial- 
ly optimistic the Germans will 
settle differences, athletic differ- 
ences. . 

West Germany's Olympic Com- 
mittee was recognized but it was 
asked to make every effort to 
combine with a new East Ger- 
man Committee. An hour’s ses- 
sion between the two was held 
yesterday. A formal conference 
is scheduled for Lausanne, Switz- 
erland, May 21 and 22. 

If they don’t get together there 
is some question whether Ger- 
many can enter the 1952 Olym- 
pics at Helsinki and Oslo. | 

“We are so confident,” Mayer 
said, “that we think an agreement 
may be reached before the Lau- 
sanne conference.”

Further evidence of the broad 
scope of the inquiry was indicated 


dy the presence yesterday in the 
grand jury room of two men who 


refused to identify themselves ex- 
cept as out-of-town agents of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. Stran- 
gers with bulging brief cases and 
a passion for anonymity are be- 
—— a not uncommon sight 
around the Federal Building. 

Throwing further light on the 
size of the inquiry, United States 
Attorney Drake Watson said the 
investigation conceivably could 
require a year to complete. He 
said he had received suggestions 
from some of the jurors for. night 
sessions to expedite the work. 
No decision on this point has 
been been reached, he added. 

Following instructions. 

The jury would appear to be 
following conscientiously United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore’s instructions when he re- 
called the jury to continue its in- 
vestigation of the handling of in- 
come tax cases by the collector’s 
office under James P, Finnegan 
and by the related offices of the 
bureau here. 

The jury was told to get a list 
of cases that the intelligence unit 
of the bureau recommended for 
prosecution and follow them 
“from St. Louis to the regional 
office in Kansas City, from there 


to the regional office in Chicago, | 


from there to the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau in Washington and 
from there to the Department of 
Justice.” 

Purpose of such an investiga- 
tion, he said, was to find out the 
cases in which prosecution was 
avoided and to ascertain whether 
certain lawyers had shown excep- 
tional success in this direction. 
He enjoined the jury to scrutinize 
carefully any such lawyers’ back- 
grounds, connections and affilia- 


tions.

The grand jury interrupted its 
tax investigation to return indict- 
ments today against an alleged 
narcotics peddler and a Washing- 
ton county (Mo.) farmer who 
struck a deputy collector of reve- 
nue at Pofosi, Mo., last Feb. 6.

Austin Declares Chinese Reds Can't 
Continue Slaughter Indefinitely 


Political Forces Are at Work i in China, Too, 
Says U.N. Delegate in Talk 
at Tulane U. 


NEW ORLEANS, May 10 (UP) 
— The Chinese Communists 


“dare not continue indefinitely to 
drive hundreds of thousands of 
their countrymen into the slaugh- 
ter of our superior fire-power” 
in Korea, Warren R. Austin, chief 
United States delegate to the 
United Nations, declared today. 

Austin, who received an honor- 
ary doctorate of laws at the 
founders day ceremony at Tulane 
University, did not predict a 
quick end to the Korean war, but 
he said: 

“Political forces are at work 
within China, too. I do not sug- 
gest we should rely wholly upon 
such forces. Nevertheless, I do 
have some convictions based on 
experience living among the peo- 
ple of China. 

Says People Love Children. 

“There are those who say that 
human life is cheap in the Orient. 
But I know the Chinese people 
love their children as we love 
ours. Even Communist masters 
dare not continue indefinitely to 
drive hundreds of thousands of

their countrymen into the slaugh- 


drivers cannot remain immune 
from such calamity. The men in 
Peiping are learning that aggres- 
sion does not pay; that the united 
will of a free world cannot.long 
be defied.” 

Austin, who previously: has re- 
jected Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
charge that the Korean war was 
being fought in a “vacuum of pol- 
icy,” took issue with the ousted

alone” if other members of. the 
world organization balked at war 
with Communist China. 
No Appeasement, He Says. 
Although not directly mention- 
ing MacArthur, Austin said: 
“There will be no appeasement. 


The members of the U.N. know. 


that rewarding aggression en- 
courages it. They know that fight- 
ing alone does not insure the 
victory. ... 

We will not give up the U.N. 
principles for which we entered 
Korea. We are not panicked he- 
cause the situation is more diffi- 
cult now than when we entered. 


Communist imperialism will be 


defeated in Korea. We are deter- 
mined to see the struggle through 
to victory.“

in the interest of long-term economic stability. 


Next to the failure to rearm, 
the costliest error that the United 
States and its Allies could make 
in the next few years would be 
to act as though rearmament and 
security were synonymous,” the 
committee said. The rearma- 
ment program must be regarded 
as supplementing, not replacing, 
the cé-operative effort to build 
a productive, stable and united 
Western Europe. 

Risk in Economic Strain. 

At the same time the State De- 
partment, in an independent. 
study, cautioned that Europe 
would be left “defenseless before 
Soviet aggression” if European 
industry were strained beyond 
the breaking point by the effort 
to rebuild defense strength. Plans 
for Europe now being put into 
final shape by the administration, 
the study said, would soon be 
put before Congress. 


They are designed to provide 
Europe with weapons, assistance 
in arms manufacture and military 
training, and raw materials, equip-. 
ment and-other goods to enable 
Europe to avoid major economic 
dislocations. 


The C. E. D. published its re- 
port on “Economic Aspects of 
North, Atlantic Security” just 
prior to a meeting of the trustees 
of thereommittee, which is a non- 
protit, non-political organization 
of business men designed for re- 
search into economic policies.

In addition to editing these 
journals, the Diahs own a good 
deal of the stock and also serve

boards. Definitely, they are young 
people on the way up. 
Merdeka Means Freedom. 

Their use of the word Merdeka 
as the title of their publications is 
symbolic and also very good busi- 
ness, for it is the word that typi- 
fies all that is best in the very 
young Republic of Indonesia. In 
Djakarta the four principal 


streets are all known as Merde- 
ka. Buildings are Merdeka this 
and Merdeka that. When Presi- 
dent Sukarno rises to speak the 
crowd roars Merdeka! Merdeka!” 
The word means freedom, and 
Indonesia gained her freedom the 
hard way. 

Muhamad Diah says, “It would 
be more correct to say that the 
crowds used to shout ‘Merdeka.’ 
Now, whenever President Sukarno 
appears in public, everyone shouts 
“Trian, Irian!” because our nation 
has solemnly decided to make the 
Dutch turn Irian over to us. If 
they don’t, there will be grave 
trouble. 

“Irian is the old and proper 
name for New Guinea. Why 
should a great island be known 
by some alien name slapped upon 
it by some chance European sea 
captain? The name is Irian. 

“Our Claim Irrefutable.” 

“Our claim to Irian is irrefu- 
table. It was once part of the 
Dutch East Indies. Indonesia is 
the legal successor to the Dutch 
East Indies. Therefore, Irian 
should be a part of Indonesia. 
For the Dutch to hold back Irian 
is an international crime. We are 
sworn to correct that crime.” 

Mrs. Diah, with an M.A. from 
Columbia anda perfect mastery 
of English, says: 

“Let’s not talk about Irian any 
more. Our title to it is beyond 
question.” 

She offers a copy of her maga- 
zine Merdeka and it deals exclu- 
sively with Irian. 

Indicative of this powerful 
young woman's wit is the main 

photograph. An insolent Dutch 
imperialist lolls back in a native 
canoe with a palm-frond plana- 
quin over his head while natives 
paddle him up an Irian river. The 
picture is titled “The Tuan 
Besar.” 

„An American won't catch the 
meaning of Tuan Besar,” Mrs. 
Diah -laughs. The Dutchmen 
made us call them that. It means 


We. jus’ gotta have used 
cars—so we're back to 
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the great one. Or the all power- 
ful. We used it with the picture 
to remind our readers of what 
we escaped, but what Irian still 
suffers under.” 

She looks down at the pitiful 
picture and says, “Of course, all 
the world now knows that colo- 
nialism is dead.“

determined young people talked. 
I knew Irian well, and the prob- 
lem posed by it is one of trans- 
eendent importance to the United 
States. The Diahs had been hon-

I said bluntly, 
Irian, then you'll gradually 
Eastern New Guinea from Aus- 
tralia. Then, because you have 
980 people to the square mile 
and Australia has less than eight, 
and because Australia will be only 
a few miles away from you, lying 
there rich and empty, you'll have 
to invade Australia. And that 
will mean war with America.” 
Diah sucked in his breath as if 
to say, That's what 1 thought 
you came to ask about.” Then he 


said, Not a single responsible In- 
donesian has made any claim to

If they in- 
sist upon insulting all of Asia 
with their silly White Australia 
policy, Indonesia will not have 
to bother with them.

Use of Air Support Criticized, Need to Let 
Every Soldier Know What He Is Wee

PARIS, May 10. 


ESSONS of the Korean fighting are being examined at Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower’s headquarters here in the hope of improv- 
ing the training of North Atlantic Treaty forces. 


One disturbing report criticizes 
the way United Nations comman- 
ders have used their air support. 
During the recent Chinese offen- 
sive, it is asserted, the main rail- 
way line supplying the Chinese 
forces remained in operation with 
only occasional interruptions. 


Failure to destroy this line was 


attributed to the fact that ground 
units had grown accustomed to 
demand close air support even in 
minor emiergencies. This pre- 
vented proper concentration on 
vital targets. 

The implication is that troops 
should depend more upon tanks, 
artillery and mortars to soften up 
resistance and leave the planes to 
pursue more targets of a strategic 
type. 

Emphasis on Morale. 

All reports place heavy empha- 
sis on morale and the need to let 
| every soldier feel that he is fight- 
ing for something personally 
worthwhile. 


In the case of an international 
force such as the one fighting in 
Korea or the force under Eisen- 
hower’s command the “line” may 
vary widely from one contingent 
to another. In Korea, for example, 
South Korean troops may be glad 
to fight for their own country but 
American troops, who care less 
than nothing for Korea, have to 
be shown that they are combating 
a world conspiracy, ultimately 
aimed at their own country. 
French troops must be shown that 


they are relieving Chinese pres- 
sure on Indochina and British 
troops that they are helping to 
prevent the Russians from over- 
running British possessions in the 
Far East. 

Great importance is placed on 
the role of infantry. Large num- 
bers of riflemen and machine- 
gunners “all along the line” are 
needed to prevent deadly infil- 
tration by mass armies of the 
oriental and Russian types. The 
old idea of deliberately leaving 
gaps in order to mouse-trap the 
enemy has had to be modified 
seriously according to these 
appraisals of the Korean fighting. 

Difficult Problem. 

There is small reason for com- 
fort in these observation as far 
as Gen. Eisenhower is concerned. 
The very nature of his command 
makes it difficult for him to cope 
with the propaganda problem. 
The efficient use of close air sup- 
port would be one of the West's 
big hopes in any clash with the 
Russians. The West could never 
hope to have more than 50 or 60 
divisions of infantry on hand to 
hold the line during the early 
phases of a Russian advance. 

What Eisenhower does have in 
his favor, which the United Na- 
tions forces in Korea have not 
had, is the power to use the 


atomic bomb. There is every rea- 
son to suppose that the West 
would also be able to employ 
atomic artillery shells and guided 


missiles on a tactical basis.

No Detour on n Truck 12 


Misseuri might have adopted Oregon's logical 
system for making big trucks pay for use of the 
public roads, had it not been for outraged cries 
of the truckers’ lobby. Oregon’s system is de- 
scribed on this page in an article from Railway 
Progress. That source in itself is sufficient 
excuse to start Missouri truckers tooting their 
horns and shouting that the railroads are trying 
to drive them from business. | 

Trucking lobbyists have ‘actually used such 
arguments before the Missouri Legislature. In 
fact, there is a bitter rivalry. between trucks 


and railroads. The El Paso Herald-Post recently 


reported several efforts by the railroads in 
Texas to hamstring their trucking competitors 
with ridiculous legislation. 

This truck-railroad fight is a detour for Mis- 
souri to stay-out of. Both means of transporta- 


tion are essential and neither should have undue’ 


advantage. Fortunately, however, the fight has 
absolutely nothing to do with the case for higher 


‘truck fees in Missouri. 


The case for higher fees here is based on just 
two facts: Missouri has the lowest average 
truck fees of any state, and the lowest gasoline 
tax. Between the two, a big truck for hire pays 
about $200 Jess to use Missouri roads than to 
use Illinois roads under similar conditions, and 
about $700 less in Missouri than in Kansas! 

Meanwhile, the Missouri highway system 
gravely needs money for expansion and repairs, 


partly because of damage done by the free- | 


wheeling trucks. Private motorists whose light 
machines cause far less road havoc are left to 
pay most of the highway upkeep. 

Yet the truckers’ high-pressure lobby has tried 
to prevent needed action in the Legislature. A 
House committee once approved use of the 
Oregon-New York system of taxing trucks on the 
basis of weight and distance traveled. This was 
changed back to the flat fee principle, which in 
turn has been revised downward so many times 
that the present bill is soggier than a soft 
shoulder. 

Missouri is not interested in putting . 
out of business. Missouri is interested only in 
making them produce a fair share bf ‘highway 
revenue. The Legisla has treated the truck- 
ers with far too much consideration, and the 
arrogance of their lobbyists ought to arouse the 
House and Senate to quick and es action. 
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Call for Cal —— 

Cal Waggoner of Decatur, III., is a man who 
has got something. For some four decades he 
has been taking on all comers on the proposition

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A Safety Failure by St. Louis 

Fatality No. 13 means that an average of al- 
most two people a year have been killed on 
the “suicide curves” of MacArthur bridge over 
the last eight years. This number is a tragic 
reproach. It is up to the city to patrol the bridge 
for speed, to straighten curves insofar as that is 
possible, to provide ample warning signs and 
lights and to strengthen the railing through 
which cars now drop 100 feet to the ground. In 
operating the bridge, the City of St. Louis as- 
sumes the obligation to look out for the safety 
of those who use it. It is not enough to say that 
the fatalities occur to persons in speeding cars. 
That in itself is an admission of failure to en- 
force proper safety precautions. 
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Tariff Cuts Are Good Business 


The new tariff agreements negotiated by the 
United States at Torquay included only 17 coun- 
tries, with most of the nations of the British 


Commonwealth perhaps the most conspicious 


absentees from the list. But incomplete though 
those omissions make the agreements, they still 
are a striking demonstration of the fact that 
reciprocal tariff cuts are good business—very 
good business indeed. 

The United States agreed to reduce duties on 
$419,271,000 worth of imports this country is 
scheduled to receive beginning June 6. Existing 
low rates will be retained on another $58,305,000 
in foreign goods. But in return the United States 
was granted concessions on $1,157,000,000 worth 
of American exports to those 17 nations.

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In Justice to the Pretzel 

The pretzel’s ninetieth birthday in the United 
States has just been observed in appropriate 
ceremonies (pretzel eating) at Lititz, Pa., where 
the first all-American pretzel was made. It was, 
for us, an occasion to reflect on how many pret- 
zels we had eaten, and how few we had ever 
really thought about. Unlike beer, to which it 
enjoys the same relationship as the egg to ham, 
the pretzel is little known to song or story. Even 
its history is sparse and obscure. 

As best we have been able to learn, the 
pretzel began its career in southern Europe in 
aBout the eleventh century, give or take a cen- 
tury or so. It was made first in the monasteries, 
and its shape was meant to represent the arms 
folded in prayer. Priests gave pretzels to chil- 
dren for learning their prayers, and the name, 
taken from the Latin “pretiola, meant “a small 
reward.” 

For all the rewards—and very tasty rewards, 
too— which the pretzel has given mankind 
during these centuries, the latter seems to us 
to have been rgmarkably ungrateful. Where is 
the rousing song to “The Brown October Pret- 
zel,” where the Bobby Burns of this most au- 
thentie bender, where the historian of its long 
and distinguished career through the pages of 
history? 

We do not seem to be able to lay our finger 
on any of them, but we can and do salute the 
unparalleled little appetizer. Ninety years 
Americanized, it doesn’t taste a day of it. Hun- 
dreds of years after that historie event, the 
pretzel is as fresh, as inventive, as surprising an 
experience to the taste as it must have been that 
day hundreds of years ago when an anonymous 
genius of the kitchen bit into the first bright 
prototype’ of all the billions since. 
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The Monkey Law Isn't Tennessee 


Tennessee s anti- evolution law, which the Gen- 
eral Assembly at Nashville recently failed to 
répeal, serves only one useful purpose, if pur- 
pose it can be called. That is to get Tennessee 
laughed at. 

As F. A. Behymer writes fron Dayton, where 
the Scopes trial was held 26 years ago, the anti- 
evolution law is generally ignored. Mr. Behy- 


mer relates how Mary Shadow, a young woman 


from Dayton who was elected to the Tennessee 
House of Representatives, and State Senator 
Broeck Cummings, of Rutherford, a farmer, have 
been trying to expunge it from the statute books. 

Being./a dead letter in practice, the anti- 
evolutidn law might be scarcely worth talking 
about 26 years afterward if jt were not, in a 
way, a slander on the reputation of Tennessee. 
The Volunteer State is not benighted. It is, to 
the contrary, among the most progressive states 
of the South. Its cities—Memphis, Nashville, 
Chattanooga, Knoxville—its fine dairy and cot- 
ton and tobacco farms, its TVA (more concerned 
with Tennessee than with any other state) are 
essentially forward-looking. The “monkey law” 
does not truly represent them, but maligns them. 

We hope that many other Tennesseans, like 
Mary Shadow and Broeck Cummings, will share 
their regard for the fair name of their state, 
and theif desire to protect it against misunder- 
standing and ridicule, and will with other rep-

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Trucks Should Pay Their Share

fees, which are lowest in nation; Oregon legislator tells how his 
state makes truckers pay reasonable rate for their use of roads 
and damage they do; charged by weight and distance traveled.

In the mountain dawn a diesel truck 
and trailer weighing 72,000 pounds starts 
out across the breadth of Oregon. As the 
behemoth travels, viaducts vibrate beneath 
its ponderous weight and culverts sink 
where the earth is soggy. If the pavement 
has begun to crack, a few more ragged 
chips flake off, the fissures widen. 


What has this rumbling Goliath, loaded 
with manufactured goods for the cities of 
the seaboard, paid to punish the people's 
roads? 

In Oregon commercial vehicles are as- 
sessed an annual registration fee of 90 
cents per hundredweight. On the 72,000- 
pound loaded rig this would be approxi- 
mately $288 a year, 
for it applies only to 
the empty weight of 
the van. If the truck 
travels 50,000 miles 
in twelve months, 
the 340-mile lap 
from the Snake Riv- 
er Canyon to the 
ocean would nick off 
$1.83. 

But this would be 
only a minor portion 
of the tolls paid for 
the privilege of pumh- 
„ eee high- 
ways. e weight of 
the diesel truck is ee 
accountable for 46 mills to the Public 
Utility Commission for each mile jour- 
neyed. Over the 340 miles the sum would 
total $15.64. 

Thus Oregon would collect in highway 
use taxes an aggregate of $17.47 for the 
cross-state thrust of the diesel leviathan. 


The System Is Spreading’ 


This system of assessing costs is known 
as the weight-distance theory of taxing 
commercial vehicles. It originated in 
Oregon 17 years ago and now is spreading 
to many other states, the most recent 
among these being New Lor. 

A mileage table, set by legislative en- 
actment, is the key to the Oregon opera- 
tion. The fee drops proportionately as the 
vehicles decline in weight. 

Is this system fair? 

Consider the reasons why Oregon 
adopted it in 1934 following a long inves- 
tigation by a legislative interim committee. 


Mere registration of trucks left many | 


inequities. Some contractors, for exarhple, 


operated special machinery-hauling ve- 


hicles only a comparatively few miles each 
year. Yet they would have to 775 the 
same registration fee as a truck 
cal weight which pounded the asphalt 
from sunrise until dusk, six or seven days 
a week. 

But would not the gasoline tax cancel 
out these objections? Investigation showed 
this to be something of a fallacy. 


identi- 


A truck delivering milk along a subur- 
ban avenue would have a high rate of 
gasoline consumption, because of numer- 
ous stops and starts. Although covering 
a short distance, it would pay more fuel 
tax than a truck which corrugated many 
miles of the open road. 

In this dilemma, the weight-distance tax 
was conceived. All commercial vehicles 
would pay a special highway use tax for 
each mile traveled. Because it was the 
heavy trucks which increased maintenance 
costs by crushing pavement and weaken- 
ing bridges, the tax would rise with every 
2000 pounds of added weight, 

How has this worked out? 

“Good, but not quite good enough,” 
ventures R. H. Baldock, Oregon's chief 
highway engineer who has been cited for 
many national awards in his field. 


Should Trucks Pay Half? 


Figuring out the registration and use 
fees of a heavy diesel rig, it pays approxi- 
mately 1.48 mills for each ton-mile trav- 
eled. An average passenger sedan pays 
2.52 mills for one ton-mile. 

This is a glaring injustice, for the diesel 
outfit weighs at least ten times as much 
as the sedan, and it inflicts probably 20 
times as much punishment on the public 
roads. Yet the inequity is even greater in 
states without the weight-distance formula 
of assessment. 

Of further importance, the weight- 
distance use fee is a device by which 
heavy trucks and trailers can be made to 
contribute more generously to the unkeep 
of roads that they damage. 

Trucks now pay 29 per cent of the 
cost of building and maintaining Oregon's 
highways. Mr. Baldock and his associates 
contend this is not enough. They think 
trucks should bear a full 50 per cent of 
the financing. By changing the schedule 
of weight-distance fees, this can readily 
be done. 


Groans of the Lobbyiats 


Highway engineers believe the rate of 
increase is not large enough in the upper 
weights. They point out that these road 
giants do the bulk of damage to highway 
surfaces, and they suggest that the rise in 
fees be accelerated. 

“I'm convinced that we are on the right 
track,” declares State Senator Elmo E. 
Smith, chairman of the Committee on 
Roads and Highways. “We may not have 
been applying the weight-distance formula 
8 as we should, but I am sure it is 

correct method. ‘ 

“The groans and complaints of the truck 
lobby have helped convince me of that. 
I know, too, how the lobby hates to see 
legislators from other states arriving to 
pattern Oregon's example.” “<2

A “Key” so Russian Character 


JOURNEY FOR OUR TIME. The Journals of the Mar- 
quis de Custine: Translated by Phyllis Penn Kehler. 
(Pellegrini and Cudahy, 338 pe.. 4.) 

Harriet Martineau visited the United 
States in 1834 and wrote a book on “So- 
ciety in America.” To describe her obser- 
vations as the most penetrating study of 
—— United States in the Administration of 

Harry Truman would be generally consid- 
ered absurd. 

The Marquis de Custine visited Russia 
in 1839 and wrote a book analyzing society 
in Russia. Like Miss Martineau’s work, 
his work should have a certain antiquarian 
value for the study of the Nineteenth 
Century, but former Ambassador to Mos- 
cow Walter Bedell Smith acts as its god- 
father on the groynd that it is “the best 
work so far produced about the Soviet 
Union.” George Kennan gives it a similar 
endorsement, and apparently the Moscow 

embassy staff 
thought it had found 
a key to Russian 
character when the 
book came to light. 
The Marquis de 
Custine was a 
Frenchman in a peri- 
od of political unrest 
who visited the spe- 
cimen absolutism of 
his time, and came 
away repelled. It 
was the reign of 
Nicholas I, one of 
v4 — a —— 
n. i e czars. e 

Gen. Bedell Smith — E 
vasive dead hand of bureaucracy, the se- 
cret police and all the other apparatus of 
despotism shocked him and, as he says, 
made him a friend of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

Well and good. A traveler might have 
made the same observations about Franco's 
Spain, Peron’s Argentina, Hitler’s Ger- 
many, Tito’s Yugoslavia or various Asian 
tyrannies. Had the Marquis de Custine 
visited Russia under the reign of Alexan- 
der II. who succeeded Nicholas I, he would 
have found many of the aspects of Nicho- 
las's despotism gone. Alexander abolished 
the censorship, restored some freedom to 
the universities, and emancipated the 
serfs; Obviously none of this would have 
presented a deadly parallel to Stalin’s 
Russia. And so there would have been 
no “journey for our time,” purporting to 
show how despotism comes naturally to 
the Russian people. 

All of which seems to destroy the basis 
of the book. If it proves anything, it 
proves that the Russians behave as they 
do not because they are Communists but 
because they are Russians. Yet to choose 
a single Czar’s reign as summing up the 
substance of Russian character is going 
pretty far. If Gen. Smith and the staff of 
the American Embassy in 1947 based their 
judgments of Russian history on such evi- 
dence, one can only conclude that our 
contact with Moscow was fairly superficial.

Any notion that Gibbs's 15- 
minute late-afternoon perform- 
ance for the wranglers constitutes 
a day’s' work is subject to imme- 
diate correction.

Because 
“Trusty” is a performer for 
whom no accommodations have 
been provided at KSD-TV, he is 
not seen on the television show. 


Gibbs is so much in demand 
for special appearances at various 
gatherings that he now is booked 
solid through Sept. 28. “I do it 
for free,” he says. Maybe that's 
the reason I'm so popular.” 

He has to tie in his tight 
schedule of rformances with 
lectures on television, radio, the 
theater and requests from dozens 
of organizations to write; direct 
or produce scripts for them, 

He serves as paid director of 
the Webster .Groves Theater 
Guild and last summer produced 
and directed in Billy Rose fashion 
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“The Cavalcade of Progress” for 
Webster Groves. The production 
had a cast of 600, including 
bands, and three stages of such 
dimensions they required the fa- 
cilities of the high school foot- 
ball field. 

His latest play is a three-act 
comedy, “The Peanut Whistle,” 
done in collaboration with Charles 
Barnhart: It was a tenant at the 
Peoria (IIl.) Community Theater 
for three weeks and increased 
the assets of that hardy group 
by $1000. They love Gibbs in 
Peoria. 


Gibbs is six feet two inches

When KSD-TV began operation 
Gibbs immediately got
